2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-40 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Bahl et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,385,454). 
Regarding claims 1-40, Bahl et al. teaches a method for correlating a vehicle with the road it travels on based on cellular 
communication comprises of: learning handover sequences of drives for die relevant routes, together with the location of each 
handover as a location reference and creating a learnt database; conducting analysis of new handover sequences from new drives in 
conjunction with the learnt database to assign a route at certain time points during cellular phone calls (Col. 5, lines 34-43; col. 8, 
lines 17-39). 
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
